Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1960. 

The  Report  is  given  in  its  usual  form.  In  the  first  part  of  the 
Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF',  STATISTICS,  HEALTH 
SERVICES  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE:  are  combined  to  show 
particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each  District.  In 
the  second  part  of  the  Report,  separate  sections  are  given  for  each  of 
the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
of  the'  District,  HOUSING  and  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  not 
given,  but  the  record  of  their  work  is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

The  POPULATION  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the 
Joint  Health  Area  for  mid-1960  was  110,500  an  increase  of  1,940  over 
the  mid-1959  figure.  The  Population  figures  for  each  District  are 
given  on  page  12,  together  with  the  estimated  population  for  the 
previous  year;  an  increase  in  population  occurred  in  each  of  the  five 
Districts  of  the  Area. 

The  CRUDE  BIRTH  RATE!  (number  of  births  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  16.35  compared  with  16.27  for  the 
Area  in  1959.  The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1960  was 
17.1;  this  was  0.6  higher  than  that  for  1959  and  the  highest  since 
1948. 
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The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  (number  of  deaths  per  1,000  popula¬ 
tion)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was  10.8  compared  with  11.5  for 
England  and  Wales;  the  death  rate  in  the  Joint  Health  Area  in  1959 
was  11.7. 

In  the  Table  of  Statistics  on  page  13,  in  addition  to  the  Crude 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  for  the  individual  Districts,  the  Adjusted 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  also  shown.  These  Adjusted  Rates  are 
obtained  by  multiplying  the  Crude  Rates  by  the  Comparability 
Factors  for  the  individual  Districts  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General ; 
the  Factor  makes  allowances  for  the  different  sex  and  age  distribution 
of  the  population  in  a  particular  District,  and  so  allows  the  Rates 
better  to  be  compared  with  one  another  and  with  the  Birth  and  Death 
Rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

The  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  one  year  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  was 
13.8  compared  with  21.7  for  England  and  Wales  which  was  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  this  country. 

The  NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of  deaths  of 
infants  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint  Area  was  8.3 
compared  with  15.6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  EARLY  NEO'-NATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (number  of 
deaths  of  infants  under  1  week  per  1,000  live  births)  for  the  Joint 
Health  Area  was  7.19. 

The  PERINATAL  MORTALITY  RATE  (stillbirths  and  deaths 
under  1  week  combined)  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths  for  the 
Joint  Area  was  21.28.  This  Rate  together  with  the  Early  Neo-Natal 
Mortality  Rate  were  included  for  the  first  time  last  year  at  the  request 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


Two  MATERNAL  DEATHS  occurred  in  1960,  one  in  the  Seven- 
oaks  Rural  District  and  the  other  in  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District. 


CAUSES  OF  DEATH.  A  table  showing  the  causes  of  death  is 
given  on  page  14.  The  commonest  cause  of  Male  Deaths  was  again 
Coronary  Disease  and  of  Female  Deaths  again  Vascular  Lesions  of 
the  Nervous  System.  Five  deaths  occurred  from  pulmonary  tuber¬ 
culosis  and  48  from  malignant  disease  of  lung  or  bronchus.  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  caused  12  deaths  compared  with  10  for  the  previous 
year. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  is  shown  for 
each  District  on  pages  17  to1 19.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified 
during  the  year.  No  deaths  occurred  from  scarlet  fever,  measles  or 
whooping  cough. 

An  explosive  outbreak  of  Sonne  Dysentery  occurred  in  Tonbridge 
County  Grammar  School  for  Girls  in  September.  The  School  re¬ 
opened  following  the  summer  holidays  on  the  13th  September  and 
three  days  later  the  outbreak  commenced.  A  total  of  63  girls  and  8 
members  of  the  staff  were  affected.  Despite  full  investigation  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak  was  not  determined.  The  pupils  in  this  School 
attend  from  a  wide  area  and  the  cases  in  connection  with  this  out¬ 
break  occurred  in  all  the  Districts  in  the  Joint  Health  Area. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

During  1960,  two  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  were  notified,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal. 

The  numbers  of  cases  and  deaths  from  acute  poliomyelitis  in  the 
Area  from  1947,  when  the  disease  first  became  prevalent,  were  as 
follows: —

On  page  22,  figures  supplied  by  the  County  Medical  Officer,  show 
the  number  of  persons  resident  in  the  five  Districts  of  the  Area  who 
received  injections  against  poliomyelitis  during  the  year. 

A  further  extension  to  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  Scheme  was 
announced  in  February,  1960,  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  to  include 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years  together  with  certain  groups  of 
persons  at  special  risk.  Vaccinations  can  be  done  either  by  the 
person’s  own  doctor  or  at  the  local  child  welfare  clinic.  Persons  over 
the  age  of  40  years  are  also  eligible  for  vaccination  against  poliomye¬ 
litis  but  only  by  their  own  doctor. 

School  children  from  age  5  years  up  to  but  not  including  12  years 
can  receive  a  fourth  injection  at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  one  year 
following  the  third  injection. 

In  my  Report  for  1959  I  was  very  pleased  to  report  that  for  that 
year  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  had  occurred  in  the  Area.  The  occur¬ 
rence  of  two  cases  in  1960,  one  of  them  fatal,  emphasises  the 
importance  of  obtaining  by  vaccination,  protection  against  this 
disease. 
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Tuberculosis. 

During  the  year,  25  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  3  of 
non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified;  in  the  previous  year  there 
were  38  pulmonary  and  6  non-pulmonary  cases  notified.  There  were 
5  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  1  from  non-pulmonary, 
whereas  in  the  previous  year  there  were  7  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  none  from  non-pulmonary. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949:  Section  20.  (Under  this 

section  a  Medical  Officer  of  Health  may  prohibit  milk  from  being 
used  for  human  consumption  or  require  it  to  be  treated  before 
being  used,  if  this  appears  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease.) 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this  Section. 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948:  Section  47.  (Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention.) 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  apply  for  any  Removal  Orders  under 
this  Section  during  the  year. 

Legislation. 

A  list  of  the  new  Acts  and  Regulations  affecting  the  Public  Health 
Department  which  came  into  operation  during  the  year  are  given  on 
page  16. 

Mop-Pickers’  Huts. 

A  Byelaw  made  under  Section  119  of  the  Kent  County  Council  Act, 
1958,  became  operative  in  the  Sevenoaks  Rural  and  Tonbridge  Rural 
Districts  during  the  year.  This  byelaw  was  made  with  the  object  of 
preventing  the  occupation  of  hop-picker  huts  during  the  winter 
months  and  specifies  that: — 

“No  person  shall  between  the  30  th  day  of  November  and  the  1st 
day  of  April  occupy  or  cause  or  permit  any  other  person  to, 
occupy  for  human  habitation  any  accommodation  provided  or 
used  for  the  lodging  of  hop-pickers  and  other  persons  tempor¬ 
arily  engaged  in  picking,  gathering  or  lifting  fruit,  flowers,  ( 
bulbs,  roots  or  vegetables.” 


Home  Safety. 

I  have  great  pleasure  in  reporting  that  during  the  year  Home: 
Safety  Committees  were  actively  engaged  in  the  excellent  work  of; 
preventing  accidents  in  the  home  in  the  Sevenoaks  Rural,  Sevenoaks: 
Urban  and  Tonbridge  Urban  Districts. 
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Flooding. 

On  November  3rd,  1960,  following  very  heavy  rainfall,  flooding 
occurred  in  many  parts  of  the  Area  including  Tonbridge,  Hilden- 
borough,  Paddock  Wood  and  Lamberhurst.  The  flooding  necessitated 
much  emergency  work  in  which  both  Council  members  and  Officials 
and  the  personnel  of  Voluntary  Organisations  participated.  In  Pad- 
dock  Wood  a  Rest  Centre  was  opened  at  Paddock  Wood  School  to 
accommodate  families  who  had  been  flooded  out.  Fortunately  no  out¬ 
breaks  of  disease  occurred  attributable  to  the  flooding. 

I  have  once  again  great  pleasure  in  taking  this  opportunity  of 
extending  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Members  and  Officials  of  the 
District  Councils,  the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  Area,  the  staff  of 
the  County  Health  Department,  the  voluntary  workers  in  the  Area 
and  my  own  staff  for  their  helpful  co-operation  during  the  year.

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Regular  samples  are  submitted  for  Bacteriological  and  Chemical 
examination  from  premises  which  are  dependent  upon  supplies  other 
than  main  water. 

During  the  past  year  two  premises  previously  supplied  by  well 
water  which  was  subject  to  intermittent  pollution  were  connected  to 
the  main  supply.

Cafes,  Restaurants  and  Canteens — As  much  time  as  possible  is 
devoted  to  inspection  of  these  premises.  Informal  notices  were 
served  in  six  instances,  the  contraventions  were  of  a  minor  character 
and  were  remedied  during  the  year. 

The  implications  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are  always 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  employees  during  the  routine  visits  and 
are  particularly  stressed  in  the  case  of  staffs  engaged  in  work  in 
connection  with  Staff  Canteens,  etc. 

Bakehouses — During  the  year  a  further  reduction  has  occurred, 
two  more  bakehouses  ceasing  to  operate.  One  defect  only  was  noted 
which  was  promptly  remedied.  The  general  standard  of  cleanliness 
has  been  satisfactory.  In  common  with  many  other  districts  a  large 
proportion  of  bread  retailed  locally  is  the  product  of  factory  bake- 
houses  situated  outside  the  area.

In  other  Food  Stores  conditions  were  generally  satisfactory. 
Thirteen  mobile  shops  operate  from  and  in  the  area,  in  addition  to 
which  other  traders  retail  in  the  district,  their  commodity  usually 
being  ice-cream.  Routine  checks  are  regularly  carried  out  and  the 
hygienic  conditions  of  the  vehicles  are  generally  satisfactory. 
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Two  poultry  packing  stations  arc  in  full  production.  Constant 
supervision  is  maintained  and  during  the  year  conditions  were 
satisfactory. 

No  Clean  Food  Campaign  was  undertaken.  In  a  district  of  this  type 
it  is  felt  that  more  progress  is  made  by  the  personal  approach  to  the 
staffs  of  food  premises,  etc.,  at  the  time  the  routine  inspections  are 
carried  out. 

Proceedings  were  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1958,  in 
respect  of  a  spent  match  in  a  loaf  of  bread,  and  a  rubber  band  which 
was  also  found  in  a  loaf  of  bread.  In  these  cases  the  Justices  imposed 
penalties  of  £15  in  each  instance.  Action  was  also  taken  in  respect 
of  a  contaminated  bottle  of  milk.  The  penalty  in  this  case  was  £20. 
In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  two  cases 
where  minor  contraventions  had  occurred.

A  spring  supply  serving  three  cottages  in  the  Parish  of  Lamber¬ 
hurst  was  found  to  be  badly  contaminated.  The  owner  of  the 
properties  laid  on  a  piped  water  supply  from  the  nearby  main.  Several 
properties  on  an  Estate  receive  water  from  a  private  source.

TWenty-seven  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  and  eleven  samples  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  by  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Under¬ 
taking.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year  at  cafesf 
3  restaurants  and  canteens,  for  enforcement  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
u  Regulations. 


Bakehouses  were  inspected  regularly  under  the  Factory  Acts  and 
H  Food  and  Drug  Acts.  New  semi-rotary  ovens  were  installed  in  one 
bakehouse  and  structural  improvements  made  to  improve  cooling  and 
3'  packaging  facilities.

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  the  premises  registered  for 
the  manufacture  of  Preserved  Food  (Section  16  Food  and  Drugs 
Act) . 


One  vehicle  used  for  the  sale  of  fish  in  the  surrounding  districts 
was  kept  in  good  condition. 
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One  vehicle  used  for  the  sale  of  greengrocery  in  the  surrounding 
districts  was  kept  in  good  condition. 

No  clean  food  campaign  was  held  during  the  year,  but  advice  and 
instruction  was  given  to  food  handlers  during  routine  visits  to  food 
premises. 

6.  Unsound  Food.

Ail  unsound  food  with  the  exception  of  butchers’  meat  is  collected 
and  buried  at  the  Council’s  refuse  tip.  Condemned  meat  is  dyed  or 
sent  for  sterilization  after  which  it  may  be  used  for  animal  feed  or 
fertilizer. 

7.  Food  Poisoning. 

Three  cases  of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  one  family, 
the  cause  of  the  infection  was  not  determined.
